Suffering, crippling and some- 
times death make up the price 
we pay for neglect or delay in 
securing treatment for certain 
eonditions. Early treatment is 
truly preventive in that it pre-

of tuberculosis and cancer that 
we place our hope in dealing 
with cases of these diseases. 
Appendicitis continues to bea 
major cause of déath because it 
is not brought ys pe treatment 
early, or, worst of all, it is treat 
ed with a dose of castor oil. 
Osteomyelitis is an acute in- 
fection which occurs in @ bone, 
It develops quickly and is, each 


year, the cause of loss oflife.or

"| Braking With Engine 


Does Not Use More Gas 


From the Graham plant comes 
the information that a car going 
down hill ‘jngear, using the 
braking effect of, the engine 
consumes no more gasoline 
than if the car were standing 
still with the engine running 
at its lowest idling speed. 

To find this out, they ran an 
engine at three diffeerent idl- 
ing speeds and measured the 
gasoline consumption. Then, 
with all adjustments the same 
they pulled the ‘engine at a 
much faster r. p. m.—duplicat- 
ing the effect of a car running 
down hill and braking with the 
engine, They found the gasoline 
eonsumption tb “be exactly the 
same—in spite of the fact that 
the number of intake strokes 
per minute was greatly increas- 
ed. The reason'is that the fuel 
consnmption is in propnrtion 
to the throttle: opening rather 
to the speed of the engine.

Canadian oats lead the world for 
juality and are in great demand for 
seed in every civilized country, but 
oats generally receive little attention 
and are raised in a haphazard sort of 
way. Very few farmers put in seed 
plots, although there is no other crop 


which responds so readily to intelli- 
sent selection and \featment. 

Careful experiménts have proven 
conclusively that the formaldehyde 
treatment of the seed for smut fre- 
quently increases the yield more than 
would be naturally expected from 
iuimply replacing smutted heads with 
sound ones. @ } 

This is probably due to the fact 
that the grain is attacked by other 
seed-borne parasites which are as ef- 
fectually checked as smut, adding to 
the general health of the grain. 


Seed Grain Fundamentals, 


1. Select the variety for you 
neighborhood best adapted to soil 
and climate. If it is decided to put 
in both an early and late oat, do not 
get them mixed. It will be fatal to 
both, 

2, Fan and grade your seed until! 
you have remoyed all shriveled and 
broken kernels, sticks, chaff and 
weed seeds. 

8. Test your seeds for germination 
in a wet blotting paper and plant only 
strong-sprouting seed, 

4. Treat your seed grain with 
formaldehyde to prevent smut and 
other diseases. e 

6. Put oats in early.
